The USA has its eyes on the 
latter base as well, which is 
regarded by the Pentagon as 
lhe best US potential strong- 
point on the Iberian Peninsula 
and as one of lhe best placed 
bases In Europe In lhe event of 
military operations on the Eu- 
ropean continent.

THE LAW OF THE SEA 
AND AMERICAN MONOPOLIES 


The lift session of tho Con- 
ference on the law of the sea, 
which Is (o open In early March 
this year, is to put tho 
finishing fouches to o conven- 
tion regulating nations' activities 
in the World Ocean and to sub- 
mit If fo over 150 states for sig- 
nature.

For more than sixty years now, students have been attending 
dosses at the N. M. Sbvemik Trade Union Movement High School 
run by Soviet Irada unions In Moscow. The school, a major educa- 
tional, scientific and methodological trade union centre, has 12,000 
students. Apart from providing higher education In economics and 
lionk-hceplng end training Irada union personnel for sanatorlums and 
lourlst organizations, It equips Its students with an extensive knowl- 
edge ol many aspects ot trade union work. The following are among 
the subjects Included on Ibe curriculum: the history of the Interna- 
tional working and trade union movement, llie organization of trade 
unions, trade union acllvlly on the shop floor, etc.

Prospects for developing Far Eastern ports 


The oilmen in Udmurtia have 
extracted 10,000,000 tonnes of 
oil since the beginning of 1081. 
This new oil reglou of lbs 
Western Urals Is rapidly deve- 
loping. The oil fields and large 
Complexes for oil accumulation 
ind purification use the most 
Advanced processes and equip- 
fli But. Over 9,000,000 tonnes of 
Oil «e to be produced this 
Veer, the largest figure yet 
reached there. 


Soviet economists have drawn 
up a programme for the deve- 
lopment ol tha seaports in the 
Soviet Far East, covering the 
period between l%l and 1*185. 
The programme was necessitated 
by the fast pace of economic 
development In Siberia and the 
Far East and by Ihs growth of 
foreign trade. 

An eight la nine per cent 
increase in the country’s marine 
shipping Is envisaged by the 
year 1HB5. The programme's 
principal aim la In provide ade- 
quate port facilities for expan- 
ding home, Incoming and oul- 


enming traffic. Emphasis Is on 
building up the porls' terminal 
capacities. It Is planned to build 
a complex to handle vegetables, 
fruit and other perishable fond- 
Btuffs, at the Vladivostok poit. 
One berth is to be adapted to 
container handling. 

There are plans to overhaul 
two wharfs (previously used for 
coal) to handle export-import 
cargoes in Nakhodka. Today 
coal-carrying ships call at the 
newly built port of Vostocbny. 
When new terminals are added 
to the available complexes ca- 
pable ol handling more than 


eight million tonnes of mat. 
wood chips, containers and other 
cargoes a year, Voslochny will 
become Lhe Soviet Union's big- 
gest port. 

Work will continue on the 
second stage of the ferry Unk- 
ing the Sakhalin Island with the 
mainland, and other ports will 
be modernized. 

As for passenger traffic, It is 
planned to open new local lines 
to be serviced by modem liners. 
Work will start on a new pas- 
senger terminal In Nakhodka In- 
tended to handle passengers 
using the Nakliodka-Yokohoma 
and. Nakhodka- Yokohama -I lung 
Kong lines.

Generally speaking, plays written by young people 
often reveal well-polished prolesstonal skills, though 
they a re lacking In novelly and revolutionary dis- 
coveries.

In the Ukraine, "tor the pleasure ot lhe Russian 
people” as Fyodorov put it. 

Fyodorov died In 1583, and was burled In the 
monastery's cemetery. 

The Ivan Fyodorov memorial museum, a branch 
of the Lvov art gallery established at lhe monas- 
tery In 1977, contains a printing press, books and 
uleuslls from lhat time,

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14th -CENTURY RUSSIAN 
MARKET-PLACE IN TARTU 


A 14lh-century Russian quar- 
ter has been discovered hy ar- 
chaeologists In the Estonian 
town of Tartu. 

Last year the go-ahead was 
given to expand (he Tartu Bo- 
tanical Gardens, giving more 
space for the crowded palm trees 
and other tropical plnuls. The 
work first started In the green- 
houses. Suddenly the excavator 
struck stones lying deep below 
the surface. It was booh proved 
that they were remnants of an 
ancient wall and the builders 
gabe way to archaeologists. 

The depth and shape of the 
walls suggested that we were 
dealing with the ruins of an old 
Russia Q church, said L, JaanfU, 


who heads lha archaeology sec- 
tion at the Institute of History 
of lhe Estonian Academy of 
Sciences. For a long time we 
have been searching (or this sin- 
ce a "Russian quarter" was 
mentioned several limes in con- 
nection with tha town magis- 
trate's documents dealing with 
land property, but Its exact 
location could not be found. 
Now archaeologists are able 
lo gain an Idea of how the old 
quarter looked when It served 
as the Russian trading centre. 
However it is necessary to find 
another old Russian church, 
wblch Is nearby but hidden 
deeply underground, before a 
definite picture can be drawn.

OLD MASTERS' 

TECHNIQUES REVIVED 

In the Kiev Pechora Lovra, the 
ait of enameling has been 
revived. Many souvenirs dedicat- 
ed lo the city's 1.500th anniver- 
sary are designed after fine ex- 
amples amassed by numerous 
Lavra museums. 

Tha modern-day artists have 
employed the pioceases lhat are 
centuries old: they cut away a 
cell-llke pattern on the metal's 
surface, then enaoiel powder Is 
applied and fused. This method 
Is especially durable, so much so 
that buckles and pendants pro- 
duced In the 4th century have 
come down to us tn perfect con- 
dition. 

It 1s more complicated to 
make cloisonnd enamel which ar- 
rived In Kiev In the L 1th century 
from Byz&ntlum. Its designs are 
made Irom thin metal strips that 
are fixed to the metal base. 
Through this technique the an- 
cient Russian masters were able 
to display their Ingenuous skill. 
They succeeded In mastering the 
Byzantine processes and achiev- 
ing higher quality and durability 
with lesser labour Involved. !,

I am striving lor actors to relieve on slage various 
moments of conflict In their lives, therefore convincing the mull- 
ences of Ihe utter truth and sincerity found in the world ol Ideas 
and feelings. Blfmaii was ballel master at the Leningrad Conserva- 
toire. His first works were the ballets “The Firebird" and "Goyano 
performed at the Kirov and Maly opera and ballel tbeatroa In Le- 
ningrad. Ho also mounted several productions In Poland and the 
GDR. 

His ballet company was started only four years ago, during which 
time he has staged 11 plays, including Jazz and rock as well as 
classical works. He also undertook a one-acl ballot, "The Idiot" 
based on Fyodor Dosloyevsky's novel and using Pyolr Tt h.ilkn vsky'B 
Sixth Symphony.
